groriew, but is in sad fuct merely an age of
paper.

What a tremendously rich people we shonld
be if debt were only property. How pros-
perous if the written or printed promise to
pay created the wherewithal to pay! Un-
happily debt is met properly, but rather its
negation or ceunterfoil; and a promiss to
puy, instead of being wealth, is a oonfession
and certificate of present poverly. Printing
rleaﬂeh may print never so copionsly solvent-
ooking documents, decorated with water-
falls and goddesses and fringed with flatter-
ing coupons: and a plausible president, a
gmug seerctary, may append signatures with
never so much diligence. DBut we don't

get any richer by thess proocadares,
Nay, we even wax poorer; paper is
wasted, and so is the f{ime of those
who affix its inscriptions, We bhavae

heen turning out a good deal of this orma-
mental sort of paper for the last decade; our
promises to pay of one sort or another
amount, perbaps, to more than we care
soberly to contemplate. Some of us may
nourish the delusion that these promises to
pay of themselves constitute woalth and
oarry with them an iuherent capacity ef
golution, They don't. 'They are so many
mortgages on the toil of the future—so
many liens on the wheal ungrown; the cotton
unwoven; the irom unsmelted. Wa have
got to face this not altogether enlivening
music some day, and it may be well enough
to begin now. Already there ardsigns that
the paper edifice which we bave been build-
ing, with about as much confusion of tongnes
and general lack of wisdom as the builders of
IBabel evinced, has got as Ligh &8 it can be
carried without toppling over, so that it is
full tiwwe to stand aloof and contemplate the
proportions and estimate the solidity of the
architecture we have wrought.

If some shrewd cypherer would take pencil
and slate and set down in dne succession,
first what the nation collectively owes; then
what the States separately owe; then what
the mnnicipalities, greatér and lesser, have
respectively promised to hand over at stated
times and seasons, and add up the same, the
sam total would probably astonish him. If
he could add to this what the counties owe
for court-honses, juils, and the like; and the
towns for bridges, and roads, and almshouses;
the railroads for their irou, ties, and rolling-
stock; the scheol-honses for their shingles,

prise the nation eat to-day the meat and
wear the raiment which they hopoe to pay for
out of the labor of to-morrow and next day,
he wonld have a glimpse of a bog of debt te
which the SBlongh of Despond was a puddle—
a bogin which we are all wallowing, and
from which we shall find it no holiday task
to extrioate ourselves, We can't float out of
it on paper life-preservers, nor be lified ont
of it by paper balloons. Oaly stern, diligent
toil will avail us; sober and usoeful labor, lon
endured; the chastisement of that irrationa
desire to be rich grown of late into a disesse
among us—obly these will lead us out npon
the solid ground of prosperity; and to thess,
whether we like it or not, we have one and
all got to come. ’

There is a proverb, somewhat weaiher.
worn and ont at elbows, which declares that
it is easy to go to the devil. Time continually
attests the truth of this apothegm in the cases
not ouly of individuals, but of peoples, The
road thither is quite apt to be paved with
debt; a slippery causeway growing ever slip-
perier and steeper, and whereon the back
track is taken with pain and diffienlty. Giles
borrows a hundred dollars, and goes comfort-
ably in the direction of the devil while a
shilling of it remains in his pocket. A rail-
road issunes its bonds for ten millions, and,
while that enm lasts, it is surprising how easy
it is to open up branch lines aud build new
depots where they are not wanted. It is sar-
wrising how easy the bookkeepingis, and how
liben and sanguine are presidents, boards
of direction, and so on. A State gets short
of cash. There are river-courses to be im-

yroved, canals to be extended, alifices to be
lmilt. and other desirable objects to be pro-
moted. 'The State goes into the market
with ita promises to pay, gels a part of
their nominal value (perhaps), and is as en-
terprising and progressive as you please
while a cent remains in the treasury. DBui
the time comes when individual and railroad
and Btate ind out that they have got to set-
tle, and that it is much essier to spend money
than to pay it.

% he Republican party has syste natized the
employment of our regular army, or, in
Furopean phrase, onr stunding army, to regu.-
late and influence elections. If there be
honor in the act, the honor has been faith-
fully earned; if there be dishonor, that party
must, in like manner, bear the stigma, And
it makes no difference in the responsibility
whether officers and soldicrs, who have mads
military puranits a profession or occupation,
and thus to that extent isolated themselves

from the pgenernl mass of oitizena,
are  employed either by virtne of
Congressional  legislation  covering &

standing armuy of the nation; a fores
recruited, organized, paid, and sat apart in
garrigon and camp for the business of war
snd death—death, not to our own peopls,

[ but, secording to the primitive idea of its

formation, of aforeign invader and aggressor,
The people of the several States, North as
well a8 South, pay their proportion of
Federal taxation to maintain the Military
Academy at West Poiut, for oxample, not for
the purpose of educating officers to coutrol
the working of the civil institutions of the
different members of tha great republic, bnt
chiefly to ward off and keep at bay an ont-

gide foe. To that end the rank and fle
of the regular army wre supported by
popular taxution. To man, protect, and

preserve, to occupy and possess forts, and
fortresses is, in time of peace, the primary
and main business of a standing army.
Our whole system of liberties reposes on the
idea that civil affairs ave te be adminoisterad
by civilians, designated and commissioned
for that purpose by the proper eivil authority
of the land. Great omergancies clearly
rising to the proportion of insurreclion or
rebellion, palpably beyond the c¢ontrol of the
civil arm, ay constitute an exception: but
even in such exoceplional e¢ases it is the
citizen militia of the States which is to bhe
first called upon, and not the standing army.
The device of throwing regnlar troops as dis-
tingnished from the militia, mercenaries
instead of voluntecrs, into a locality &o as to
be at hand to be employed as a part of the
posse comitatus, and yeot siibject to the direc-
tion of the military authority, is, in its syste-
malic application, n measure born, we repeat,
out of the loins of the Republican party. Is
this birth a thing of honor, or of dishonor?

Let us look to the great fountain-head of
civil liberty, personal liberty, and political
liberty—the English revolution of 1658—and
see what lessons and maxims we find there to
guide us in this erisis! Melitus petere fontes,
guam seotart rivules. Then it was that the
English people, and we as their inheritors,
obtained the full bemefit of those rights and
liberties for which good men toiled, suffered,
and passed to their great reward. The linea-
ments of that struggle are impressed upon
our Federal Constitution in lines so deep that
Washington, Jefferson, Madison, and their
co-workers fondly hoped they would endure
and control forever, in the framing of our
laws, the conduet of our exeeutive and the
administration of justice by our judicial
tribunals.

The history of England daring the last two
hundred years is filled with other similar and
mosit convincing examples of the vigilance
with which thoughtful and patriotic men in
that birth-land of ecivil and religious liberty
have hemmed im the wilitary power and con-
fined it within its legitimate limits. We
could quote pages to the same effoct from
parlinuentary enactments, royal orders, judg-
ments of the Privy Couucil, and opinions of
crown lawyers,

Does any student of English constitutional
and parlismentary history suppose that either
the Duke of Wellington or Lord Palmerston
would in their day, upon any pretext, have
sanctioned or tolerated such wmilitary domina-
tion as thete orders disclose over the free
exercise of the rights of a British voter 7 At
an election in London for members of Par-
linment, would the newspapsr press of that
city bave upbeld for an bour a ministry

employing the stauding sarmy as the
Republican party has done: Conld
a British magistrate be found who

would consent to administer jostice (as did
certain commissioners of Judge Woodrulls
court) between the crown and the aubject in
& warehouse loft, surronnded by military offi-
cers instrueted not to obey implicitly the
civil magistrates in preserving the pablic
peace, but to cousider the purposes whioh
the erown had in view? France, in the worst
days of the Secomd Fmpire, might have
afforded a spectacle like that presented in
this city on the ~th instant, but not Eugland
for the last 200 years. Indeed we doubs
if Prussin—the wost despotic, aristocratic,
and military power of civilized Europe—
would have permitied such military inter-
ference with the clective franchise. Conut
Bismarck conld refuse to permit any elaction
at all, as bhe did in respect to the people
of Sehleswig-Holstein, in violation of solemn
treaty atipulations; bnt if the electors were
once aliowed to vote, we dare predict he
would have sanctioned no such military do-
wisaMon, In UEnropean econutries where
the separation Letween civil and military
